Thep shutdown occurred after a 


storr&y meeting between Fry and 
his employes, most of them women, 
in which both management 
and 


workers spoke freely. 


"I would welcome a good, strong 


well-managed union and one that 
was responsible," 
Fry 
told his 


workers. "But I have no confidence 
in U. A. W.'s responsibility to keep 
an agreement." 


He told his employes tliat "* 


would rather close the plant than 
recognize the U A W A." 


Union organizers at the meeting 


charged Fry with "bluffing" but 
the man who sat down when his 
employes did last February insis- 
ted he meant what he said. 


Scorns Third Party 


The meeting was deadlocked for 


several hours over the question of 
representation by the international 
union in collective bargaining. Fry 
said he would be willing to deal 
with representatives of his workers 
as a local, but that he would not 
accede to the workers' demands for 
U A W intervention. 


"If you're going to force a third 


party on me I'm going to do. the 
same thing that you did to me last 
February—I'm going to sit down," 
Fry said, " I don't intend to run a 
plant where the U A W is boss or 
even part boss." 


His employes went on strike last 


winter for recognition of the union 
and for higher wages and shorter 
hours. Fry promptly ordered in a 
lot of food and a couch and sat 
down with them—in his 
private 


office. 


"I'm getting a well needed rest," 


he explained.

Proper Summer Planting Will 


Protect Valuable Soil 


During Winter 


DODD CITES 
ADVANTAGES 


Extension Agronomist Points 


To Late August Deadline 


In Local District 


Farmers of Ohio are advised by 


D. R. Dodd, extension agronomist, 
Ohio State Universty, to take ad- 
vantage of favorable weather and 
crop conditions this season as a 
means 
of establishing increased 


soil-conserving grass and legume 
acreages on their farms. 


Not 
only will such seedings 


eventually provide livestock feed 
and forage crops, but Mr. Dodd 
pointed out, they will supply a val- 
uable land covering for the winter 
months and prove of advantage to 
farmers who intend to participate 
in the 1938 Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program. 


While summer seedings of le- 


gumes and grasses are not gener- 
ally the preferable practice, good 
stands can be attained on Ohio 
lands from which an early crop 
has been harvested, on land which 
has been summer-fallowed, on land 
which has produced an emergency 
forage crop this season, and on 
land which failed to produce a 
stand of conserving crops seeded in 
the spring. In hilly sections of the 
state, there is danger of serious 
erosion and the breaking pf long 
slopes as a unit should be avoided. 
Such slopes are best handled in 
strips and on the contour. 


Seedings, however, should not be 


later than August 15 in northern 
Ohio or September 1 along the 
Ohio in the southern part of the 
state. A fine firm seedbed with a 
good moisture content to 
plow 


depth and a good supply of avail- 
able nutrients are essential. The 
seedbed is best completed by use 
of a cultipacker. 
The seed may 


then 
be broadcast and covered 


lightly. Usually, a 2-12-6 or 0-14-6 
fertilizer, at the rate of 250 to 
350 pounds per acre, should be 
used before seeding. 


Cropland on which late summer 


or early fall seedings are made 
should provide excellent 
cover

Farmers of Ohio are advised by 
D. R. Dodd, extension agrronomlst, 
Ohio State Universty , to take ad­ 
vantage of favorable weather and 
» crop conditions this season as a 
means 
of 
establishing increased 
soil-conserving grass and legume 
acreages on their farms. 
Not only will 
such 
seedings 
eventually provide livestock feed 
and forage crops, but Mr. Dodd 
pointed out, they will supply a val­ 
uable land covering for the winter 
months and prove of advantage to 
farmers who intend to participate 
in the 1938 Agricultural Conserva­ 
tion Program. 
While summer seedings of le­ 
gumes and grasses are not gener­ 
ally the preferable practice, good 
stands can be attained on Ohio 
lands from which an early crop 
has been harvested, on land which 
has been summer-fallowed, on land 
which has produced an emergency 
forage crop this season, and on 
land which failed to produce a 
stand of conserving crops seeded in 
the spring. In hilly sections of the 
state, there is danger of serious 
erosion and the breaking of long 
slopes as a unit should be avoided. 
Such slopes are best handled in 
strips and on the contour. 
Seedings, however, should not be 
later than August 15 in northern 
Ohio or September 1 along the 
Ohio in the southern part of the 
state. A fine firm seedbed with a 
good moisture content to 
plow 
depth and a good supply of avail­ 
able nutrients are essential. The 
seedbed is best completed by u.se 
of a cultipacker. 
TTie seed may 
then 
be 
broadcast and 
covered 
lightly . Usually, a 2-12-6 or 0-14 -6 
fertilizer, at the rate of 250 to 
35 0 pounds per acre, should be 
used before seeding. 
Cropland on which late summer 
or early fall seedings are made 
should provide excellent 
cover

PREMIER CHAMBERLAIN 


WASHINGTON—The State Department 


is not shouting it from the housetops, 


but a new era of diplomatic cooperation 
with the British Empire has begun. 


The initiative in this came from the Brit- 


ish, and was inspired by Britain's Prime 
Minister, Neville Chamberlain. At a meet- 
ing of Dominion Prime Ministers at the re- 
cent Imperial 
Conference, Chamberlain 


spoke almost with emotion in his voice of 
relations with the U. S. A. 


He said that any alignment between the 


Dominions and the mother country was 
inconceivable without the United States. 
They were discussing the prospects of war 
in Europe and Asia. 


The 
meeting was confidential, but 


friendly Dominion representatives arriving 
in the United States relayed the informa- 
tion to Secretary Hull. 


Aside from this, the State Department 


has concrete evidence that Chamberlain's 
theories have been put into practice. Dur- 
ing Baldwin's regime, U. S. officials never 
knew exactly what British policy was. The 
Foreign Office seemed always in a fog. 


Now they say British policy seems more 


definite, while the Foreign Office never 
has been more cooperative. However, 
Chamberlain has been careful not to let 
his Foreign Minister, Captain Anthony Ed- 
en, a very nice but nebulous young man, 
handle U. S. relations. The Prime Minister 
handles them himself.

The courts of Missouri, Kansas,

ouslf confined within the house” by 
the illness. 
There has been much discussion 
and difference of opinion in v arious 
courts as to the interpretation of 
this [hrase. For instance, it may 
be necessary for a sick person to 
leav e iis house to go to a hospital 
or doctor’s office for treatment, or 
for diagnostic test with apparatus 
too cumbersome to be mov ed. 
That would probably be contest­ 
ed by ajny insurance company, but 
what of a patient for whom a daily 
driv e or walk is recommended, or 
one who'is adv ised to lie all day in 
the sun, by the beach or in the 
mountain air? 
Or suppose a pa­ 


tient to be adv ised by his physi­ 
cian to take an ocean v oyage. It 
looks like a pleasant way of being 
sick and receiv ing a good income 
at the same time, and insurance 
companies hav e been tricked so 
often during the days of the de­ 
pression that they are suspicious 
and inq uisitiv e about such situa­ 
tions. 


Uphold Strict Interpretation 
The courts of Missouri, Kansas, 
Wisconsin, Massachusetts, Michi­ 
gan and Maine hav e expressed 
themselv es as believ ing that the 
phrase is not ambiguous, and that 
a strict interpretation should be 
put on it. 
The courts of Illinois, Colorado, 
Washington, New York, Louisiana, 
Ohio, Iowa, Kentucky and Texas 
are among many who hav e taken a 
liberal v iew of the matter and al­ 
lowed the inv alid to take his ride 
or sunbath and still be considered 
“confined within the house”. 
One case concerned an insured 
person, totally disabled, w'ho was 
taken from his house twice a dis­ 
tance of sev eral blocks to impart 
information particularly within his 
knowledge about a business with 
which he had been connected. „The 
q uestion arose w'hether he was do­ 
ing work, and if so, was he totally 
disabled? 
The court held, v ery 
properly, it must seem to any sen­ 
sible person, that he w'as not doing 
w’ork, and that these trips did not 
contrav ene the clause req uiring 
him to be continuously and neces­ 
sarily confined to a house. 
Courts hav e unanimously held 
that confinement in a hospital is 
eq uiv alent to confinement within a 
house.
